mer, Sunday made a full confession 
to the murder of his brother, Cul- 
bertson Flemming, aged 23, July 14, 
1910 and his mother, 
Mrs. Emma 
Flemming, aged 45, yesterday, police 
who arrested him say. 
The confes- 


sion, in view of the prominence of 
the Flemming 
family, has startled 


this city, as Culbertson was supposed 
to have left home and iBerkley was 
well known socially. 
The murder of Mrs. Flemming was 


discovered at 9 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing by her sister, Miss Bessie Stew- 
art. 
Young Flemimng, who could 


not be found 
about the 
home in 


Coryville, one mile north of Ironton, 
was suspected at once and an inves- 
tigation showed that $200 had been 
taken from a trunk which belonged 
to his grandfather. 


•Flemming was found Sunday af- 


ternoon sitting in front of an Ironton 
hotel and apparently he was enjoy- 
ing himself. 
The police chief ar- 
rested him and when questioned at 
headquarters he calmly denied know- 
ing anything of his mother's where- 
abouts. 
Under a fire of questions the youth 


broke down 
and 
admitted killing 


his mother Saturday afternoon and 
when demands for a motive 
were 
made he said he feared she knew of 
the 
murder of 
his brother three 


years ago. 


'Flemming was taken to his home 


in an automobile last evening and 
pointed out the spot where he had 
buried his mother. Police found her 
bodv under IS inches of dirt.

back parf 
of her head had

blown off. 


FlemminK next took the officers to 


a nearby tobacco field on his farm 
and showed where- he had buried bis 
brother. 
A skeleton was found a 


few feet under the surface

V. Gcv. Wilson's Conception of Commission Government 


The cities of New Jersey had guttered their full sh»r« 


from the typical Hie which have harassed America* 
municipalities. Some of them had had serious defalca- 
tions or had been afflicted with corporation domination 
or « 1th gross inequalities of taxation. ID addition, there 
\\ab a lot of petty grafting and general inefficiency. 


In 1910 there swept in from the West a great political 


idea which had been applied at that time with marked 
success in about one hundred cities—the idea of com- 
mission government. Public opinion in no less than sixty 
communities in New Jersey looked with longing upon the 
commission plan as a relief from their own troubles. 


Most of them, as in every State, had but a general notion of its political 
principles; it was a case of "It has cured others; it will cure us." 


But to Woodrow Wilson the commission plan was more than a patent 


remedy. It was the embodiment of the cardinal doctrine which he had written 
about and taught from the beginning of.his career—the principle of the Short 
Ballot and direct responsibility. As Governor, he took the stump for this prin- 
ciple just as candidates lor public office take the stump in their own personal 
interest. 
Throughout, he emphasized not the specific results already ob- 


tained under the new plan in the Western cities, but the fact that the com- 
mission plan put the local government into the right relationship to the 
people. 


Thus, in his address on the subject at Trenton, he «aid: — 
"Human nature is better instructed, guided and supported In America 


than anywhere else in the world; they have good government in foreign 
cities, but they are less intelligent than we are. 
When I look into it I .find 


a very interesting circumstance. In English or Scottish cities no voter ever 
\ otes for more than one person. He never has a chance to vote for more than 
one person. We elect men galore, but the nominating machine selects them. 
If you want the privilege of selecting your men as well as electing them you 
will simplify your form of government until you have the whole thing in the 
palm of your hand and have only to flip a little finger to make them think it 
is an earthquake. All the best governed cities in the world are governed 
according to that plan. The principle is the centre of the whole proposition— 
the principle of responsibility. 
Nothing moralizes like responsibility. I hav» 


a suggestion to make to you. If you have a very able friend who is very 
radical, put him in office and see him tame down. Say, 'all right, my friend, 
you are such a smart Alec. You know how this thing ought to be done, 
\ou stand on the street corners and rant. You know so much about it, suppose 
you try it." You make out of him the sober and responsible wheel horse." 


It is this ability to see the problems of the people in terms of a very 


simpls proposition which underlies Wilson's own political leadership. Viewed 
In this light, the principle of the Short Ballot takes on a transcendent im- 
portance. 
For it is the Short Ballot which will be the first step toward se- 


curing effective civic and official responsibility in States, counties and cities.

spoke twice here 
today. We report 
his discourse from 
the words of St. 
Paul, "If we deny 
Him, 
He also will 


deny us." (2 Tim- 
othy 2:12.) 
The 


address which we 
are not reporting 
was the more pub 


He one. The Pastor is in the sixties, 
white-haired, and of kindly, earnest 
speech which convinces the hearer of 
his sincerity. He said: 


One of old prayed. "Give me neither 


poverty nor riches; * * * lest I be full, 
and deny Thee, and say. Who .is the 
Lord? or lest 1 be poor, and steal, and 
take the name of the Lord my God in 
vain." (Proverbs 30:8, 9.) Great riches 
have come to the world within the 
past sixty years, especially in Europe 
and America. Instead of the hearts of 
the prosperous uplifting with gratitude 
to God, the tendency seems to be away 
from God. and especially away from 
His Son. and away from all special 
thought of a share in His redemptive 
work, or a need of it 
The pleasures 


of this life crowd out all pleasure 
In respect to future hopes and pros- 
pects. 


There was a time when miserliness 


and hoarding seemed to have control 
of all business men. But with the 
growth of wealth have come saner and 
more reasonable views of justice. The 
folly of merely accumulating money 
and leaving it to others to squander 
has impre-^ed men of wealth. 
The 


rich of America and Europe are giving 
themselves more leisure In the prime 
' of life, and giving room for others to 


take their places in the commercial 
world. However, especially in Ameri- 
ca, there seems to be a restlessness 
which, turned aside from business, 
leads Into headlonp pleasure-seeking. 


It cannot be disputed that activity Is 


life, that inactivity spells death. None 
could wish that our great business men 
would become sluggards. 
Our wish 


should rather be that their maturer 
years might be gratuitously devoted to 
the promotion of philanthropic plans 
for the aid of the lower classes, along 
social and economic lines. It is our 
conviction that millions of money be- 
sides their own would flow into such 
hands for disbursement along broadly 
economic lines. 
The motives would 


be distrusted unless the projects were 
conducted on the highest plane of be- 
nevolence, with open accounts. 


There is room for such benevolences 


in every land, but nowhere is It more 
needed than in countries under British 
and American control—where commer- 
cialism has absorbed some of the ablest 
talent, leaving comparatively little op- 
portunity for the less progressive. All 
over Great Britain and in nearly every 
state of the Union there are splendid 
opportunities 
for 
such 
beneficent 


•works. 
When these civilized lands 


have been blessed, there are the teem- 
ing millions in India, which merely 
exist under conditions not fit for a 
good dog 


All these are our brethren of the one 


Mood. St. Paul declares. 
No one will 


dispute the necessities of the case. The 
sympathetic are greatly appalled with 
the thought of the amount of money 
and labor that would bo necessary to 
cope with the conditions. Methinks 
that Heaven looks interestedly on to 
note how our showers of blessings and 
riches arc nft'ectinf? our hearts, said the 
Pastor. 
I he Responsibility of Knowledge and 


Riches. 


I am not judging the wea'thy. I'nm 


merely sounding a note of warning, as 
the Apostle Paul urged, saying, Warn 
those \\lio are rich in this world that 
they trust not In uncertain riches. (1 
Timothy C..17.> I believe that amongst 
•the rich there are manv noble, benevo- 


lent Christian hearts which are in per- 
plexity as to whut to do or not to do, 
with their time and their riches*. I am 
sierely offering suggestions based upon 
my observation in all parts of the 
world. The need is tremendous. 


It seems to me that the Lord, in 


pouring upon the professed Christian 
people so great wealth as has come to 
them iu recent years, is proving them, 
testing them. 
Inasmuch as they do 


or do not do according to their oppor- 
tunities and judgment, they will henr 
or not hear the Master's "Well done, 
thou good and faithful servlanf Let 
us make no mistake. 
The poor and 


less prosperous and less educated are 
f-ist following the example set by the 
satisfied 
Pleasure-seeking is the trend 


of the whole world. God Is being for- 
gotten by the poorer, as well as by tho 
•wealthier, and the end of the lane i« 
not far on—"a time of trouble such as 
never was since there was a nation"— 
world-wide anarchy.—Daniel 12:1. 


Churchianity Not Christianity. 


With the awakening of true Chris- 


tianity— heart Christianity—has come 
a substitute; namely, Churchianity. 
For years Christian faith has been 
gradually declining, under the attacks 
of Higher Criticism. Evolution, and uw- 
der the neutralizing influence of the 
love of pleasure. Gradually one Bible 
doctrine after another has been quietly 
dropped, while Cburchiunity has been 
brought to. the front more and more as 
a form of godliness, but wholly desti- 
tute of its power. 


Conditions in Great Britain and 


America are serious indeed, yet not to 
be compared with the conditions of the 
Germanic and 
Latin 
nations. 
In 


France probably not more than two per 
cent, of the 'population have any real 
faith, in Germany probably less than 
ten per cent. In America probably not 


in me college*, itiey perceive that tho 
Bible IB classed with the creeds, and is 
claimed to be their foundation. This 
U the alarming mistake. The sooner 
we get rid of the creeds of the Dark 
Ages, tho better for us. 
But If we 


lone the Bible, are we not In danger of 
losing till that has tended to steady 
our civilization—the foundation of all 
our faith and hope beyond the present 
life? 


The Loss la Greater to Some, 


The 
majority 
of 
mankind, 
wltb 


strong" animal tendencies which need 
to be curbed, require an incentive for 
that curbing. 
Such an incentive the 


Bible gives tn its promise of everlast- 
ing life. But the rnlsstaternent of our 
v-reeds Is, that all have eternal life with- 
out the Life-giver, and that the ques- 
tion merely is whether we will spend 
that eternal life In joy or in misery. 


This proposition has become so trans- 


parently-Illogical that It Is generally re- 
pudiated. Human justice falls to ap- 
preciate as justice at all an arrange- 
ment which would create a race with 
the foreknowledge and foreintentlon 
that nearly all of that race would suf- 
fer torture throughout eternity. In pro- 
portion as that theory advocated in the 
creeds of the Dark Ages is, still pro- 
claimed, in that same proportion Intel- 
ligent minds repudiate everything, and 
denounce all religious teachings as 
priestcraft. 


The average man needs the Message 


of life and hope which the Gospel 
holds out for him in the future in or- 
der to make the trials, the discourage- 
ments and the sorrows of the present 
life endurable, and in order that these 
may operate in him, may serve him as 
lessons in character-development. 


In Kingston, Jamaica. I learned that 


class distinctions, hatred and animos- 
ity are growing, and that the minis- 
ters of the Christian Churches there 
are having more and more difficulty In 
maintaining an Interest In religious 
matters, more and more difficulty in 
securing audiences. Yet when my sub- 
ject waa announced, Indicating a hope 
beyond the grave. Kingston's largest 
auditorium was packed solid, nearly as 
many standing as had seats, and as 
many, more were turned away—about 


more than twenty per cent., and In 
Great Britain probably not more than 
thirty per cent, still trust In the living 
God. 
and a still smaller per cent, re- 


gard the Bible us His inspired Message, 
and seek to be guided thereby. 
How 


short a distance the world has to go to 
ignore it entirely! 


Are the Masses Not Christians? 


To the question, the Pastor said, two 


answers might be givem one answer 
might be that all civilized'people claim 
to be Christians. In other words, the 
term Christianity has been substituted 
for civilization in the minds of the peo- 
ple. 
As one" gentleman replied to this 


question: "We*are certainly not Jews, 
nor heathens, I reckon therefore we 
must be Christians." 


The other answer to the question. 


the Pastor said, was that a Christian 
Is one who professes to believe the 
teachings of Jesus and His Apostles, 
and who professes consecration, in his 
daily life following those teachings and 
the example which illustrated them. 
This, the Master's view of Christian- 
ity, and the Apostolic view, the Pastor 
declared to be his own view. Let us 
see, he said, to what extent the teach- 
ings of Christ and the teachings of the 
Bible are still believed. 


How few believe that Jesus existed 


as u spirit being before He was born 
of a virgin in order to become the 
"Man Christ Jesus"—in order to be 
qualified to give His life a Ransom- 
price for the forfeited life of Adam! 
How few believe that He really did 
die at all! What the majority believe 
on the subject seems to be. that He 
merely appeared to die on the cross, 
but really was as much alive as ever 
in some spiritual sense. How few be- 
lieve that He really arose on the third 
day—the majority seemingly believing 
that in some way the Bible account is 
untrue; and that if Jesus arose »t all. 
He experienced that resurrection on 
the cross!—Luke 24:46; Acts 10:40. 


Or coming down to the effect of 


Christ's death as respects the forgive- 
ness of sins, said the Pastor, how few 
have any serious conviction that they 
need a Savior, or that they could not 
come to God. If they wished to, without 
a Redeemer, without a sacrifice, with- 
out an Advocate with the Father! It 
would appear as though the attempt of 
the last fifty years to ignore doctrines, 
instead of correcting the doctrines of 
the past fn the present light on the Bi- 
ble has been a great mistake, which is 
now bearing its Injurious fruit in that 
very few Christian people know defi- 
nitely what they believe or what the 
Bible teaches on any subject. 


The effect of all this on the rising 


generation is disastrous. They see the 
doctrines of all denominations discred- 
ited in pulpit and pew, and especially 


four thousand altogether. 
The local 


clewry were astonished, nnd tried to 
account for such wonderful interest in 
religion. 


Finally the minister of the Anglican 


Church remarked to the Presbyterian 
minister and myself that the secret of 
the matter lay in the fact that I was 
preaching to the people a Gospel of 
Hope. I quite agreed with this, and 
trust that the ministers in Kingston 
may be encouraged to proclaim the 
same God of Love, the same Gospel of 
Hope beyond the grave—a hope for 
the saintly of becoming joint-heirs with 
Christ in His Kingdom; a hope for the 
remainder of the race, that they will 
receive 
only just 
and reasonable 


stripes, or punishments for sins, pro- 
portionate 
to their 
wilfulness—and 


that withal the Lord's arrangement is 
graciously to grant all mankind an op- 
portunity of restoration to human per- 
fection in a world-wide Eden. All this 
is to be brought about through Mes- 
siah's Kingdom, and that Kingdom is 
nigh, even at the door. 
The Pastor declared that he well un- 


derstands the attitude of the rich and 
the learned, and how they discount the 
prospects of a-social revolution. Rea- 
soning by analogy from the world's 
experiences in the ^past, many of the 
worldly-wise say, "We are amenable 
to the laws, and the laws will uphold 
us and will take care of those disposed 
to anarchy. Revolution may not come; 
the struggle may be altogether avoid- 
ed; but if it come to the worst, brains 
and money will surely rule. If it shall 
be necessary to shoot down in cold 
blood some of the anarcbically disposed, 
we shall be sorry, but we see no other 
way. 
We see no reason for worry, 


however, nor for especially changing 
our course. The pages of history sup- 
port us in this view." 


These able reasoners seem generally 


to forget that iu one respect the peo- 
ple of the present time differ material- 
ly from the people of times gone by 
In olden times the people were unedu- 
cated, and incapable of anything with-

The 


address -which we 
are not reporting 
was the more pub- 


lic one. The Pastor is in the sixties, 
white-haired, and of kindly, earnest 
speech which convinces the hearer of 
his sincerity. He suid: 


One Of old prayed. "Give me neither 


poverty nor riches; • * * lest I be full, 
and deny Thee, and say. Who .is the 
Lord? or lest 1 be poor, and steal, and 
take the name of the Lord my God in 
vain." (Proverbs 30:8, 0.) Great riches 
have come to the world within the 
past sixty years, especially in Europe 
and America. Instead of the hearts of 
the prosperous uplifting with gratitude 
to God, the tendency seems to be away 
from God. and especially away from 
His Son. and away from all special 
thought of a share in His redemptive 
•work, or a need of it 
The pleasures 


of this life crowd out all pleasure 
In respect to future hopes and pros- 
pects. 


There was a time when miserliness 


and hoarding seemed to have control 
of all business men. 
But with the 


growth of wealth have corne saner and 
more reasonable views of justice. The 
folly of merely accumulating money 
and' leaving it to others to squander 
lias ImpreN-sed men of wealth. 
The 


rich of America and Europe are giving 
themselves more leisure in the prime 


•' of life, and {living room for others to 


take their places in the commercial 
world. However, especially in Ameri- 
ca, there seems to be a restlessness 
•which, turned aside from business, 
leads into headlong pleasure-seeking. 


It cannot be disputed that activity is 


life, that inactivity spells death. None 
could wish that our great business men 
would become sluggards. 
Our wish 


lent Christian hearts which are in per- 
phwclty us to whut to do or not to do. 
with their time und their riches. I am 
tierely offering suggestions based upon 
my observation in all parts of the 
world. The need is tremendous. 


It seems to me that the Lord, In 


pouring upon the professed Christian 
people so great wealth as lias come to 
them in recent years, is proving them. 
testing thorn. 
Inasmuch as they do 


or do not do according to their oppor- 
tunities and judgment, they will he-ir 
or not hear the Master's "Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant.'1 Let 
us make no mistake. The poor and 
less prosperous and less educated are 
fast following the example set by the 
satisfied 
Pleasure-seeking is the trend 


of the whole world. God is being for- 
gotten by the poorer, as well as by tha 
•wealthier, and the end of the lane ia 
not far off—"a time of trouble such aa 
never was since there was a nation"— 
world-wide anarchy.—Daniel 12:1. 


Churchianity Not Christianity. 


With the awakening of true Chris- 


tianity— heart Christianity—has come 
a substitute; namely, Churchianity. 
For years Christian faith has been 
gradually declining, under the attacks 
of Higher Criticism. Evolution, and u%- 
der the neutralizing influence of the 
love of pleasure. Gradually one Bible 
doctrine after another has been qqjetly 
dropped, while Churcbiunlty has been 
brought to. the front more and more as 
a form of godliness, but wholly desti- 
tute of its power. 


Conditions in Great Britain 
and 


America are serious indeed, yet not to 
be compared with the conditions of the 
Germanic and 
Latin 
nations. 
In 


Prance probably not more than two per 
cent, of the population have any real 
faith, in Germany probably less than 
ten per cent. In America probably not 
more than twenty per cent., and in 
Great Britain probably not more than 
thirty per cent, still trust In the living 
God. 
and a still smaller per cent, re- 


gard the Bible as His inspired Message, 
and seek to be guided thereby. How 
short a distance the world has to go to 
ignore it entirely! 


Are the Masses Not Christians? 


To the question, the Pastor said, two 


answers might be given:( one answer 
might be that all civilized people claim 
to be Christians. In other words, the 
term Christianity has been substituted 
for civilization in the minds of the peo- 
ple 
As one'gentleman replied to this 


question: "We^are certainly not Jews, 
nor heathens, I reckon therefore we 
must be Christians." 


The other answer to the question, 


the Pastor said, was that a Christian 
is one who professes to believe the 
teachings of Jesus and His Apostles, 
and who professes consecration, in his 


h 
Id rat,: be that their maturer daily life follow^ those teachings and 


years might be gratuitously devoted to 
to^&^J^MJ***. 


the promotion of philanthropic plans 
for the aid of the lower classes, along 
social and economic lines. 
It is our 


conviction that millions of money be- 
sides their own would flow into such 
hands for disbursement along broadly 
economic lines. 
The motives would 


be distrusted unless the projects were 
conducted on the highest plane of be- 
nevolence, with open accounts. 


There is room for such benevolences 


In every land, hut nowhere is it more 
needed than in countries under British 
and American control—where commer- 
cialism has absorbed some of the ablest 
talent, leaving comparatively little op- 
portunity for the less progressive. All 
over Great Britain and In nearly every 
state of the Union there are splendid 
opportunities 
for 
such 
beneficent 


•works. 
When these civilized lands 


have been blessed, there are the teem- 
ing millions In India, which merely 
exist under conditions not fit for a 
good dog. 


All these are our brethren of the one 


blood. St. Paul declares. 
No one will 


dispute the necessities of the case. The 
sympathetic are greatly appalled with 
the thought of the amount of money 
and labor thai would be necessary to 
cope with the conditions. Methinks 
that Heaven looks Interestedly on to 
note how our showers of blessings and 
riches are nffecting our hearts, said the 
Pastor. 
I he Responsibility of Knowledge and 


Riches. 


I am not judging the wealthy. I'nm 


merely sounding a note of warning, as 
the Apostle Paul urged, saying, Warn 
those who are rich in this world that 
they trust not In uncertain riches. (1 
Timothy li.17.1 I believe- that amongst 
the rich there are manv noble, benevo- 


Tliis, the Master's view of Christian- 
ity, and the Apostolic view, the Pastor 
declared to be his own view. Let us 
see, he said, to what extent the teach- 
ings of Christ and the teachings of the 
Bible are still believed. 


How few believe that Jesus existed 


as a spirit being before He was born 
of a virgin in order to become the 
"Man Christ Jesus"—in order to be 
qualified to give His life a Ransom- 
price for the forfeited life of Adam! 
How few believe that He really did 
die at all! What the majority believe 
on the subject seems to be, that He 
merely appeared to die on the cross, 
but really was as much alive as ever 
in some spiritual sense. How few be- 
lieve that He really arose on the third 
day—the majority seemingly believing 
that in some way the Bible account is 
untrue; and that if Jesus arose et all. 
He experienced that resurrection on 
the cross!—Luke 24:46; Acts 10:40. 


Or coming down to the effect of 


Christ's death as respects the forgive- 
ness of sins, said the Pastor, how few 
have any serious conviction that they 
need a Savior, or that they could not 
come to God. if they wished to, without 
a Redeemer, without a sacrifice, with- 
out an Advocate with the Father! It 
would appear as though the attempt of 
the last fifty years to ignore doctrines, 
instead of correcting the doctrines of 
the past fa the present light on the Bi- 
ble lias been a great mistake, which is 
How bearing its injurious fruit in that 
very few Christian people know defi- 
nitely what they believe or what the 
Bible teaches on any subject 


The effect of all this on the rising 


generation is disastrous. They see the 
doctrines of all denominations discred- 
ited in pulpit and pew, and esneciallv 


iu me coiit'KOH. iiiey perceive that the 
Itlblo is classed with the creeds, and Is 
claimed to be their foundation. 
This 


is the alarming mistake. The sooner 
we get rid of the creeds of the Dark 
Ages, the better for us. 
But U we 


lose the Bible, are we not in danger of 
losing all that has tended to steady 
our civilization—the foundation of all 
our faith and hope beyond the present 
life? 


The Loss Is Greater to 80m*. 


The 
majority 
of 
mankind, with 


strong" auitnal tendencies which need 
to be curbed, require an Incentive for 
that curbing. 
Such an Incentive the 


Bible gives in its promise of everlast- 
ing life. But the misstatement of our 
vreeds Is, that all have eternal life with- 
out the Life-giver, and that the ques- 
tion merely is whether we will spend 
that eternal life In joy or in misery. 


This proposition has become so trans- 


parently' 11 logical that It Is generally re- 
pudiated. Human justice falls to ap- 
preciate as justice at all an arrange- 
ment which would create a race with 
the foreknowledge and forelntention 
that nearly all of that race would suf- 
fer torture throughout eternity. In pro- 
portion as that theory advocated In the 
creeds of the Dark Ages 1% still pro- 
claimed, in that same proportion intel- 
ligent minds repudiate everything, and 
denounce all religious teachings as 
priestcraft. 


The average man needs the Message 


of life and hope which the Gospel 
holds out for him in the future in or- 
der to make the trials, the discourage- 
ments and the sorrows of the present 
life endurable, and In order that these 
may operate in him, may serve him as 
lessons in character-development. 


In Kingston, Jamaica. I learned that 


class distinctions, hatred and animos- 
ity are growing, and that the minis- 
ters of the Christian Churches there 
are having more and more difficulty in 
maintaining an Interest in religious 
matters, more and more difficulty in 
securing audiences. Yet when my sub- 
ject was announced, indicating a hope 
beyond the grave. Kingston's largest 
auditorium was packed solid, nearly as 
many standing as had seats, and as 
tnany.jnore were turned away—about 
four thousand altogether. 
The local 


clenrv were astonished, and tried to 
account for such wonderful interest in 
religion. 


Finally the minister of the Anglican 


Church remarked to the Presbyterian 
minister and myself that the secret of 
the matter lay in the fact that I was 
preaching to the people a Gospel of 
Hope. 
I quite agreed with this, and 


trust that the ministers in Kingston 
may be encouraged to proclaim the 
same God of Love, the same Gospel of 
Hope beyond the grave—a hope for 
the saintly of becoming joint-heirs with 
Christ in His Kingdom; a hope for the 
remainder of the race, that they will 
receive 
only just 
and reasonable 


stripes, or punishments for sins, pro- 
portionate 
to their 
wilfulness—and 


that withal the Lord's arrangement is 
graciously to grant all mankind an op- 
portunity of restoration to human per- 
fection in a world-wide Eden. All this 
is to be brought about through Mes- 
siah's Kingdom, and that Kingdom is 
nigh, even at the door. 
, 
The Pastor declared that be well un- 


derstands the attitude of the rich and 
the learned, and how they discount the 
prospects of a social revolution. Rea- 
soning by analogy from the world's 
experiences in the ^past, many of the 
worldly-wise say, "We are amenable 
to the laws, and the laws will uphold 
us and will take care of those disposed 
to anarchy. Revolution may not come; 
the struggle may be altogether avoid- 
ed; but if it come to the worst, brains

to forget that iu one respect the peo- 
ple of the present time differ material 
ly from the people of times gone by. 
In olden times the people were unedu- 
cated, and incapable of anything with- 
out able leadership. 
Indeed, the few 


educated ones were often 
honored 


slaves, possessed of no political influ- 
ence or opportunity. All this Is chang- 
ed now. The masses are not only able 
to read and write, and capable of ex- 
ercising their reasoning faculties, but 
they are alert as never before in the 
world's history. They, too, are acquis- 
itive and ambitious. 


The history of the past has informed 


them of how some of the greatest es- 
tates came into the hands of those 
who now hold them. Instead of being 
thankful for their wonderful blessings 
nnd privileges, they are unthankful, 
unhappy, greedy for more, just as are 
the successful, who have already got- 
ten possession of much of the earth, 
nnd of much of the power to use it. 
and of the channels of trade, etc. 
Un- 


restrained by the fears of hell or purga- 
tory, which once restrained to some 
extent their forefathers, these need the 
Gospel of Hope—the very Message 
which the Bible provides for them. 


The Lord's Gospel of Hope to the 


world is now due. and all of God's peo- 
ple should be prompt to herald it 
It 


is this Gospel of Hope for humanity 
that was symbolically represented in 
the Jubilee year which God provided 
for typical Israel.

little of secrecy in their transactions, 
except that they do not obstrude and 
make public all ot" the many charit- 
able deeds they perform. 


"Since Ohio went through her re- 


cent and probably greatest disaster 
since the civil war. while the great 
community 
was stunned 
by that 


great catastrophe 
and fell 
to her 


knees with the burden of loss and 
suffering, she has risen again great- 
er than ever before. 
She realizes as 


perhaps never beiore her resources, 
not only material, but resources in 
high purposes. 
She meets responsi- 


bilities of tomorrow 
unmindful of 


the great disaster. 


•'And yet, few know the great part 


that fraternalism played in bringing 
relief to the suffering." 


Here the governor spoke in high 


commendation of the work done by 
fraternal organizations 
throughout 


the state in the way of relief. 
He 


declared that the public knew little 
of what 
had been done 
through 


these channels; that 
the fraternal 


organizations 
had sought no pub- 


licity and that there had been no 
record of their doings through the 
newspapers. 
He concluded this ref- 


erence, saying: 


"There was not a stricken city in 


Ohio but whose citizenship felt the 
grasp of co-operation from the fra- 
ternal hand extended 
by brothers 


from the Atlantic to the Pacific." 


Continuing, he said: 
"The man who respects the prin- 


ciple of brotherly love will always 
be a good citizen. 
If the teachings 


of the fraternal societies of this land 
were lived up to in spirit and letter, 
yon could turn your .iails into school- 
houses. 
The man who does the risht 


thing is always going to reflect the 
very best principles of government. 
The man who enjoys privilege un- 
der the government is enfringing on 
the rights of his neighbor. 


"All the great changes and civic 


reforms of todav are being worked 
out on the basic principle of broth- 


erly love. 
Take for instance, 
the 


great mass of so-called humanitarian 
legislation. 
Government after all is 


but an entity created by the com- 
munity. 
Why is it that humanitar- 


ian legislation is toeing made neces- 
sary? Why is it that the law-makers 
of this country are made to feel the 
spur of public opinion? 
It is be- 


cause this thing which we designate 
as brotherly love is taking hold of 
the hearts and minds of our people." 


Here the governor referred to re- 


cent incidents of the adoption of hu- 
manitarian legislation in Ohio. 


"What is it-—the dogma 
of any 


religion? 
Is it the creed of any po- 


litical party? 
Is it alone merely the 


carrying out of any particular party's 
pledges? 
"It is due to the teachings, first of 


the great Nazarene. 
It means the 


splendid ideas He promulgated are 
sweeping 'round the world. 


•'Why is it 
every county 
in the 


state has been given the opportunity 
to lend assistance 
to the widows? 


Isn't it infinitely better to transfer 
the public costs from institutions in- 
to the home? Why is it that fifteen 
states within 
the last 
six months 


have adopted this kind of reform? 
We call it the mothers' aid law. 
It 


means that Almighty God in his wis- 
dom has reserved that blessed qual- 
ity of brotherly love in man's heart 
and had decreed 
that the govern- 


ment shall give 
assistance 
to the 


widows and orphans. 
It is society's 


responsibility, 
and society 
should 


help bear the burden. 


"And 
so, I feel sure that this cit- 


izenship is but an index to the sires 
whose sons you are, and it is fitting 
that the men made possible for y- 
these organizations, 
the men 
" ' > 


helped to mould this into a grer' ind 
glorious community, should I.J re- 
vered once each year. 


"I feel sorry 
for the -"in who 


casts his eyes upon the s-- uet of to- 
day instead of the sunr" 
-< of tomor- 


row. 
Remember the -"ist only to 


keep alive the good 
•" -eels of those 


whom you have sur 
^ded. 


"Civilization is r'sthing more than 


the groat relay ra- \ ITnless we take 
it up with the fr shness with which 


they began 
it, we're 
retrograding. 


This community is famous for its 
product of great men. and it produc- 
ed men of high standards in public, 
private and official life. 
Let us live 


in the future 
by 
their examples. 


And after all the future is our goal. 
Today is the greatest day we've ever 
had, but tomorrow is a greater day. 
Let us remember, too, in contemplat- 
ing the flight of time, that for every 
shadow 
there are ten 
million sun- 


beams." 


Following out this line of thought, 


Governor Cox concluded his address 
with an appeal for a 
more earnest 


optimism as a step toward better cit- 
izenship. 


•Conclusion of the governor's ad- 


dress was followed 
by a selection 


from the male quartet and benedic- 
tion by Rev. Mr. Ward, after which 
the cr&wd dispersed. 


The quartet, consisting of Messrs. 


Horner, Warthen, Horton, and Rey- 
nolds 
sang 
a version 
of 
"Lead 


Kindly Light," in the first part of 
the program, and "Abide With Me" 
to conclude the exercises 


Cemetery attendants said Sunday's 


crowd was the largest known to have 
visited the grounds on one day in 
many years. 
While there were over 


2,000 men inarching in the parade, 
throngs lined the downtown streets 
and those leading to the cemetery. 
Cedar street cars run in extra num- 
bers to 
accommodate 
the crowds, 


were packed in both directions. 


On arriving at the cemetery, while 


the Buckeye band 
played a dirge, 


members' of the various decorating

scattered to 
different 


parts of the cemetery to decorate the 
graves of the departed members of 
the different 
lodges 
represented. 


Bouquets were placed on nearly 300 
graves in the short space of half an 
hour, the decorators returning to the 
spr '.kers' stand in time to hear the 
pi. gram there. 


Thousands of people stood on the 


si1 'it in the vicinity of the square, 
v\'.ile the representatives of the var- 
ious 
fraternal 
orders 
took 
their 


places in the parade formation. 


The Buckeye Band marched to its 


position at the head of the column 


promptly at 2 o'clock and then there 
was a long delay. It was after three 
when the band struck up the strains 
of "Onward Christian Soldiers" and 
the 'body moved west from Second 
and South Park where 
the parade 


formed. 


The line of march took the body 


around the square and east on Main 
street to Cedar and north on Cedar 
to the cemetery. 


The men marched in columns of 


fours, each man carrying a bouquet 
of flowers to be used in decorating 
the graves of departed brothers. The 
executive committee was at the head 
of the marching column with J. J. 
Bausch, grand marshal, and his as- 
sistants mounted on horses. 


Owing to the late arrival of Gov. 


Cox the speaker's carriage was not 
included in the formation. 


Arriving 
at the 
cemetery, the 


marching men 
proceeded 
to 
the 


speaker's stand which had been con- 
structed at the highest point in the 
cemetery. 
Long 'before the arrival 


of the lodge men, the space in front 
of the speaker's stand was crowded 
with men, women and children, all 
of whom were anxious to hear the 
governor's address or at least catch 
a glimpse of the state's chief exec- 
utive. 


The parade marshals experienced 


considerable difficulty in getting the 
marching bodies to a point of vant- 
age near the speakers stands. 


Dozens of buggies lined the drive 


which was to have been used as a. 
means of approach to the speaker's 
platform. 
These people stubbornly 


refused to move at the request of the 
marshals and it was necessary to call 
upon Patrolmen McClure and Hur- 
baugh to clear the drive of vehicles. 
By this time the marching hosts had 
thronged the driveway and the pro- 
ceedings became hopelessly tangled.

their floral tributes on the graves of
